As a traveller, wea­ 
ried with the roughness and barrenness 
of the region lie has past, enjoys the 
scenery of a cultivated and luxuriant 
country j so the philanthropist, distress* 
ed with the confusion and wretchedness 
which pervade almost every portion of 
the world, may fix hit attention on these 
favourable occurrences in Divine Pro* 
videnee, and contemplate with peculiar 
plcaaitre the rising glory of the King* 
dom of Christ, and the prevalence of 
that Religion wh ch proclaims “ peace 
on earth, and good-will to men.** Cha­ 
ritable and benevolent societies have 
been instituted, to concentrate and direct 
general,efforts to the same puriicuiar 
Ads 
The success and good effects of 
these aisociations have, In many insane- 
ks, surpeeaed the expectations even of 
their friends and patrons. And whetlier 
the public are encouraged and gratified 
with the luceess of past exertions, or 
whether they ere |||rm ed and excited by 
th« miseries whictr thousands feel and 
in which other thousands sympathise, it 
is hut just to acknowledge that there 
exists an unusual sensibility to the cause 
of huifcnity and religion.—The tone of 
pubticfeeling^j^ elevatyd. If any suffi­ 
cient object can be assigned for benevo­ 
lent exertion, and can be enforced by 
any sufficient reasons, it will scarcely 
fail to receive all deserved noticc. 
In­ 
fluenced by these considerations, we feel 
encouraged to recall the attention of the 
public to an important and benevolent 
object, thé petition of Paul CufTce. ' 
Capt. Paul CufTee, a man of colour, 
presented a petition to. the general go­ 
vernment, during their last session, for 
liberty to go to bierre Leone, an English 
seulement on the western coast of Afri­ 
ca- An extract from the New-York 
Evening-Post will give a fair view oi the 
object of the petition. 


« In the early part of the session, Paul 
Coffee presented a petition to Congress, 
stating in substancc that being a de­ 
scendant of Africa, and early instructed 
iq habits of industry and sobriety, a 
bountiful Providence had blessed him 
with such a portion of the comforts of 
life, as to enable him, not only to com* 
miascrate, but to relieve the sufferings 
of his fellow creatures ; that he consi­ 
dered the practice Qt the |tfricans in 
selling their brethren into a state of 
slavery, as inconsistent with equity and 
justice ; that being arrived at mature 
age, he conceived it to bo a duty, as a 
faithful steward of the mercies he had 
received, to give up a portion of his 
time aud his property in visiting that 
country, and affording such means as 
were in hit. power to promot« the im­ 
provement’and civilization <>f the Afri­ 
cans.—Under these impressions, he left 
his family and visited Hiett e Leone, an 
English settlement on the coast of Afri­ 
ca, where he obtained such information 
of the country and its inhabitants as 
enabled hiui to form an opinion of many 
improvements, that appeared to him es­ 
sential to the weil-bfing of that people, 
ill which he cotumumc«ied to the Afri­ 
can Institution in London ; which so fat- 
acceded io his plana, as to jnake special 
provision to cariythem into effect — 
One ot these plans was, to keep up an 
intercourse with the free people of co­ 
lour in the United States, in the expect 
at ion that some of those people of re­ 
spectability would be inducedNto visi* 
Africa, and endeavour to promote habits 
of industry, sobriety, and frugality, a 
mong the natives. These views haviuv 
|>een com.nunicated to the free peopl> 
Of colinr in Baltimore, Philadelphia 
New-York and Boston, many of then 
evinced a disposition to promote tlii 
undertaking, and several respectable fu 
loiliea had come to a conclusion to go 
to Africa, to give their personal aid it 
promoting the great objects in view 
I’tie petitioner, therefore, solicited p -; 
.nission of the government to go hims^l- 
to Sierre Leone, and to take with hi* 
i^suCh perseus aod fanùlics, as might bw

ca, by the most stir« and practical r«ai. 
Paul Cuffee retaina all his seal for tho 
improvement of hM race, and ié n ^ r , 
exerting hioiseif in^Amerlca, with i ll 
great object of African civilisation cépb 
atantly before him ** 


To return i the petition waagfüeal* 
ed to the Senate by Mr. Gore^gken^ttef 
from Massachusetts of w ir ic i% tl^ 
petitioner ii a respectable CUtSen/ In 
ihe Senate Uie petition waa granted ; hut 
in the House of Representatives, this 
petition was referred |x> the.committee 
of commerce and manufactures, who dtA # 
not favour it.

accrue to the Uuited States particularly 
from the establishment of §n institution 
which would invite the «¿Migration of 
free blacks, apait of ouWpopulation 
which we could well spare. The bill 
was opposed on various grounds. Iters« 
said, that it would violate, iu ILvoUr of a 
foreign mission, a policy which we had 
refused to infringe for the sake of out 
coasters and fishermen ; that Mr. Cuffc# 
might depart in neutral vessels with hi« 
companions, but that it would he impro­ 
per to pertuil hiiA to carry out a cargo, 
which was not at all necessary to hia 
views of propagating the gospel ; that 
his voyage would be contrary twtbv po­ 
licy of existing laws, independeifô of tho 
embargo policy, because Sier.oLeoao 
was a British settlement ; that as thio 
was a British settlement, in the posses­ 
sion of a nation claiming and as»erted to 
be the bulwark of our religion« there 
was no occasion for cargoes departing 
trom the United States to enable her to 
carry her views into effect, kc. Tho 
question appeared to ttlin on the expe­
